It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  mother  of  Sir  Charles  Cockerell  was  Frances 
Jackson,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  John  Jackson,  Esq.,  of  Clapham,  heir  to  the 
estates  of  his  uncle,  Samuel  Pepys,  Secretary  to  the  Admiralty,  temp. 
Charles  II.,  and  residuary  legatee  of  Mr.  Hewer,  of  Clapham,  so  frequently 
spoken  of  in  Pepys'  diary.  Sir  Charles  died  in  1837,  and  was  succeeded  in 
the  baronetcy  by  his  son  Charles,  who  took,  by  royal  license,  the  surname  of 
Kushout. 

The  artist,  Andrew  Plimer,  a  contemporary  of  Richard  Cosway,  exhibited 
at  the  Royal  Academy  from  1786  up  to  1819.  Ob.  1837.  He  painted  on 
enamel  as  well  as  ivory.
